thet they will develop into human 
beings.” 

(Red Cross Women’s Work commit- 
tees in each province sent more than 
700 cases of clothing and bedding 
overseas in 1950, besides providing 
thousands of articles, hospita] dress- 
ings and linens for use in the Soci- 
ety’s home services. Cost of materials 
for overseas shipment alone was 
$110,000, but tke volunteer labor of 
Canadian ‘women more than doubled 
the value of the gift she pointed out. 

Shipments were made to Greece, 
ftaly, France, Germany, the Eear 
including Lebanon, Syria and 
Trans-Jordan, and the United King- 
dom.

Education 
as everything else, has to be paid for 
but in Canada that is no concern of 
any child All he has to do is to put 
in an appearance each school day at 
9 am, : 

Canada needs skilled, educated mer 
and women to work for her and i! 
is the task of the adults to make 
sure our boys and girls have every 
chance to become experts in their 
chosen fields. 


Our young people are the greatest 
of our natural resources and we must 
spare no_effort:to develop this great 
cat natural resource to its maximum 
advantage. Education is everybody's 
business.

In The Legislature . 


BY G. B, BELL, MLA. 


The big news in the. * Legislature 
during the second week was Prem- 
ier E, C. Maning’s ‘record higii $94)- 
000,000 budget. This exceeds last 
year’s budget by nineteen million. 
It provides for a reduction in taxes 
licenses and fees to Relp all tax pay- 
ers by an amount in excess of thre- 
million dollars, More than wenty-five 
million dolars will go to school dis- 
tricts and municipal units, Much: of 
the izovernment’s increased revenue 
is coming from the development of 
our resources, The ic tax on indus- 
trial and agricultural gasoline is be- 
ing discontinued although the same 
amount s being increased on all other 
gasoline. This will help the agricul- 
tural producer and will not cost the 
average motorist any more to oper- 
ate his car as car licenses have been 
reduced in nearly all cases. By re- 
ducing the automobile licenses and in- 
creasing the gasoline tax from 9c 
to 10¢, the man who Uses the roads 
the most will be helping to pay for 
them, Even at the new figure 
there will be no province in Canada 
with a lower gasoline tax. 

The total public debt of the pro- 
vince at the end of December wag 
$108,860,800.00. This brings | the 
debt down more than 58 million dol- 
lars than it was on April 1, 1936. 

One of the main features of this 
year’s budget has been the program 
worked out by the government to 
bring direct assistance to help tax 
gayers. Over the years the govern- 
nent has increased each year its 
grants to municipalities but there 
aas nat been a corresponding decrease 
‘n municipal taxaton. The new pro- 
tram will encourage a reduction of 
municipal taxation without the rtun- 
‘ipality suffering a loss in income, 
four cents of the gasolne tax will 
ro into a fund which will be made 
available to municipalities. ‘ The 
rovernment will pay a tax reduction 
subsidy up to three mills to any 
nunicipality unit that in any year 
veduces or retains its aggregate mill 
‘ate below the highest mill rate {t 
‘evied on a comparable basis of as- 
sessment in ony one year after 1949, 
for each mill the municipal unit re- 
juces its tax, the provincial govern- 
nent will subsidize it by one mill. The 
assessment used in this will be on 
che basis of 1942 values.

Sheep, But Fewer Horses 


OTTAWA. — There werté more cattle, sheep and lambs but 
fewer horses on Canadian farms on Dec. 1 than 6n the corres- 
ponding date in 1949, the bureau of statistics reported. The esti- 
mates are based on farmers’ replies to the annual December sur- 
vey taken in co-operation with provincial government depart- 
ments and excludes Newfoundland. 


Total number of cattle and calves 
rose slightly at 8,282,100 compared 
with 8,243,800 in December, 1949. De- 
creases in Prince Edward Island, New 
Brunswick, Quebec and Saskatche- 
wan were outweighed by gain in the 
other provinces. 

Milk cows declined to 3,496,700 
from 3,570,000 with all provinces 
showing declines. Other cattle was 
higher at 4,795,400 compared with 
4,673,300 with most of the increase 
in Ontario and Manitoba. 

Sheep and lambs reversed the 
downward trend shown since 1944,

REGINA, — It is estimated that 
Bang’s disease cost Saskatchewan 
farmers more than $8,000,000 in 1950, 
Dr. Ré P. Wacchter, provincial veter- 


| inarian, announced. 


During the summer and fall of 
1950, 53,869 animals were tested for 
this disease in 6,995 herds. About 18 
per cent. of the cattle of breeding 
age in the province were included in 
the number tested, but only 8.8 per 
cent. were found to be infected with 
Bang’s disease. Some herds were 
tested in every municipality in the 
province. : 

A survey indicated that although 
Bang’s disease is present to some ex- 
tent in all municipalities it is more 
prevalent in the eastern and north- 
ern areas of the province, the pro- 
vincial veterinarian revealed.

VANCOUVER. — Construction of 
the Pacific Great Eastern Railway 
extension from here to the present 
terminus at Squamish may start this 
year if materials are available. ° 

The 40-mile line, running through 
residential West Vancouver and along 
the rugged cliffs of Howe Sound, is 
expected to cost $8 millions or more 
and will take about two years to 
complete.

tion and that is why manufacturers 
give directions for using an equal 
amount of water with evaporated 
milk when it is being used in place 
of bottled milk. Practically all evap- 
orated milk made in Canada har 
vitamin. D added to it throwgh irradia 
tion by ultra-violet rays. According 
to law, if evaporated milk is label- 
led “irridated”, a sixteen ounce can 
must contain at least 400 imterna- 
tional units of vitamin D, which is 
the daily amount recommended for 
growing persons, 

Condensed milk differs from évap- 
porated milk in that cane sugar is 
added after the milk has beén evapor- 
ated. Because of this added sugar it 
is not possible to reconstitute milk to
